best DX (by Es) I’ve had since arriving in California a yoar ago last Januarye There 
were meny strong signals, with ID's from XDLO, KOTA, KRTV, (all new) and XID on ch 3, 
and another first with IDed DX over Los-Angeles channel 2 (KREM came in loud and clear, 
another new station here), There w as QRM on channels 4 and 5, but no ID, There was. 
also at least 2 other DXers on channel 2, and one on channel 3, all good enough to ID, 
but they each faded at all ID times, This opening was first caught with my new SX-62A 
Hallicraftors Communications Receiver (actually used) on which I logged the sound of 
KDLO before turning tho TV ong This SX 624 is really an excellent radio, and I recom 
mend it to anyone who enn dig up the monoy, It tunes 540 Ke to 109 Mc, with AM and AT 
abovo 27 Mea This makes it an ideal set for European TV sound = and it gives better 
audio sensativity (on chs 26) than any TV I'vo tried, And when there ia no TV Dx, 
you can always got some Si] Di, BO DX, or local stuff. It sekls at Allicd Radio new 
for $350 (wows) but you may be able to do much better by shopping around for a good 
used one, Mine cost $110 with specker, and seems as good as now. (I used this model 
while I was in the dpmy, and this one is much better.)

If thoy do transmit o signal so that no power reaches the horie 
zon, then thoy have groatly reduced their coverago, TV stations like to get as much
